TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF 

WARWICK 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report 
for  1967  concerning  the  health  of  your  district. 

The  death  rate  fell  to  a  low  level,  the  birth  rate  was 
little  changed  and  the  population  rose  by  more  than  three 
hundred.  Measles  was  again  prevalent  this  year  since  less 
than  one  half  of  the  expected  cases  had  occurred  in  the  1966 
epidemic. 

A  number  of  new  houses  are  expected  to  be  ready  in 
1968  to  complete  your  clearance  schemes  in  the  Lakin  Road/ 
Vine  Lane  area.  Demolitions  of  unfit  houses  were  again  at 
one  half  of  the  average  rate  for  recent  years,  and  the  Council, 
having  completed  much  of  its  slum  clearance  programme, 
will  shift  more  emphasis  to  standard  or  discretionary  im¬ 
provement  grants.  These  prolong  the  life  of  houses  which 
might  otherwise  fall  into  decay. 

For  some  time  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Warwick 
By-Pass  two  instruments  were  sited  at  the  front  and  rear  of 
No.  4  Jury  Street  reading  daily  levels  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
oxide  pollution.  The  results  of  this  study  were  published  in  a 
paper  jointly  written  by  Mr.  J.  Bullock  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Lewis, 
Analyst  to  the  City  of  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Clean  Air 
Council.  Not  only  does  the  report  show  that  motor  vehicle 
traffic  at  present  levels  is  a  serious  contributor  to  urban 
pollution  but  also  it  has  nicely  correlated  the  pollution  records 
with  known  types  and  volumes  of  through  traffic.  Air  pol¬ 
lution  data  can  thus  also  serve  as  a  low  cost,  do-it-yourself 
traffic  census  when  their  secrets  are  so  expertly  unlocked. 

In  spite  of  prolonged  ill  health  Mr.  Bullock  drafted  his 
report  earlier  than  usual.  I  regret  therefore  to  have  to  admit 
my  responsibility  for  losing  some  of  this  advantage  owing  to 
the  disturbance  of  moving  to  new  offices. 

The  by-pass  road  is  now  open;  the  Council  still  has 
before  it  many  questions  of  redevelopment.  These  concern 
improvement  of  internal  communications  by  an  inner  ring 
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road  and  the  central  area  redevelopment  scheme  already 
begun  and  to  be  phased  over  a  decade.  Sites  will  be  found  to 
increase  the  car  parking  capacity,  improve  the  amenities  of 
the  Market  Square  and  preserve  buildings  of  architectural 
merit  or  historical  association.  To  the  latter  end  the  Council 
has  already  made  substantial  grants  and  loans.  Not  forgotten 
in  the  plans  to  develop  the  Percy  estate  have  been  the  special 
needs  of  handicapped  children  and  the  aged.  It  was  therefore 
an  inopportune  moment  to  be  faced  with  objections  to  new 
housing  development  from  the  river  authority  based  upon 
overloading  of  the  old  sewage  works.  Plans  were  drafted  by 
your  consultant  engineers  for  modernisation  and  enlargement 
of  the  works.  In  the  meantime  land  spray  irrigation  was  used 
as  a  way  to  improve  the  quality  of  final  effluents  reaching  the 
River  Avon.  However,  a  joint  scheme  is  now  favoured 
whereby  Leamington  Corporation  will  build  a  new  treatment 
works  on  an  adjoining  site.  This  would  allow  gravitational 
flow  from  Leamington  and  permit  Warwick  to  share  a  66 
inch  diameter  trunk  sewer  laid  so  as  to  connect  both  systems 
to  the  works.  Economies  of  management  are  likely  to  result 
from  having  one  large  joint  scheme  which  could  even¬ 
tually  serve  a  population  twice  as  large  as  the  present  com¬ 
bined  total  for  the  two  boroughs  Warwick  is  to  combine  with 
Leaminglon  in  analysis  of  the  trade  effluents. 

The  foregoing  brief  summary  deals  of  course  with  matters 
of  which  councillors  are  already  fully  informed.  It  is 
therefore  written  to  show  a  wider  public  that  planned  progress 
is  not  only  possible  within  the  framework  of  a  small  local 
authority  but  that  ‘it’s  all  happening  now’.  Moreover  the 
evidence  is  clear  that  this  Council,  while  minded  to  keep  its 
independence  and  identity,  is  prepared  and  willing  for  practical 
co-operation  with  its  neighbours  where  it  is  advantageous  to 
do  so. 

I  have  again  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
much  personal  kindness  to  me  and  my  fellow  officers  for  the 
willing  help  given  at  all  times.

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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  E.  Brown,  the  Borough  Engineer, 
for  much  of  the  following  information: — 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  to  Warwick  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  satisfactorily  by  the  South  Warwickshire 
Water  Board.  Only  once  during  the  summer  was  there  a 
need  for  precautionary  notices  regarding  economy  in  use. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  drainage  systems  during 
the  year  have  taken  all  effluents  satisfactorily. 

Sewage  Disposal. — During  the  year  it  was  agreed  with 
Leamington  Corporation  to  undertake  a  joint  disposal  works 
at  the  Stratford  Road  site.  While  it  will  delay  our  individual 
scheme,  this  long  term  policy  will  obviously  be  beneficial 
to  both  authorities. 

Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal. — A  weekly  collection  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  tip  at  the  Stratford 
Road  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  capacity  to  receive  further  refuse. 

Housing. — The  year  saw  the  satisfactory  completion  of 
the  Pickard  Street  Community  Centre  scheme,  providing 
dwellings  for  old  people. 

A  similar  scheme  to  extend  the  Saltisford  Gardens  was 
commenced  during  the  year. 

Private  development  was  limited  but  the  Council  adopted 
the  policy  to  sell  houses  in  the  Hill  Street  Redevelopment 
scheme. 

Rivers  and  Water  Courses. — No  exceptional  circumstances 
were  known  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Paddling  Pool. — The  water  in 
the  swimming  bath  and  the  paddling  pool  was  maintained 
in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  bath  and  paddling  pool 
continued  to  be  popular  attractions  in  the  park.

D.  HOUSING 

Mr.  Bullock  reports  elsewhere  on  the  work  which  he  has 
done  as  your  Housing  Officer.  Therefore  only  a  few  brief 
notes  have  been  made  here  of  the  salient  parts  of  the  report. 

Originally  820  houses  were  scheduled  as  the  load  of  your 
slum  clearance  programme  in  1955  and  since  then  some  one 
hundred  have  been  added  while  849  were  demolished.  This 
leaves  an  outstanding  balance  of  70  unfit  houses  to  be  demol¬ 
ished;  31  of  these  only  were  occupied.  Unfortunately  aged 
persons  or  those  living  alone  form  the  occupiers  of  this 
class  of  property.  The  Council  has  also  decided  to  phase  out 
of  use  the  ‘acquired  and  patched’  properties  in  Friars  Street 
and  Stand  Street  which  had  to  be  given  a  new  lease  of  life  at 
the  height  of  the  housing  shortages  of  a  decade  ago. 

The  main  subject  in  press  discussions  has  however  been 
not  this  Council’s  achievements  in  the  housing  field  but  the 
occasions  where  uncertainty  over  the  extent  and  timing  of 
redevelopment  has  imposed  a  ‘planning’  blight  upon  the 
sale  of  a  private  house  or  shop.  Regrettable  hardship  or 
even  injustice  to  individuals  can  scarcely  under  present 
legislation  be  avoided  if  long  term  planning  is  done  in  cir¬ 
cumstances  where  both  approval  of  higher  authorities  and 
financial  cut-backs  may  delay  or  alter  these  plans.  Without 
any  overall  plan  would  come  a  risk  of  the  recreation  of  the 
muddles  of  a  century  ago  which  gave  birth  to  many  of  the 
worst  urban  problems  of  our  time. 
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E.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  (SECTION  31) 

Tuberculosis  Milk  Investigations. — Nine  milk  samples  were 
taken  by  County  Council  Officers  within  the  Borough  and 
sent  for  biological  examination  in  1967.  Results  were  negative 
for  Tubercle  bacilli.

Reference  to  Table  III  will  give  the  age  distribution  of 
the  notifications  for  1967. 

Over  the  period  covered  in  the  table  most  of  the  major 
scourges  have  been  absent  and  other  infectious  diseases,  once 
common,  have  been  greatly  reduced  by  improved  hygiene 
or  by  immunisation  programmes.  An  exception  has  been 
measles  which  traditionally  has  occurred  in  biennial  epidemics 
starting  late  in  each  second  year.  Since  1963,  however,  this 
traditional  and  sharp  pattern  has  had  blurred  edges.  The 
disease  seems  since  to  occur  at  more  level  rates  in  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  years  and  notifications  are  spread  out  more  evenly 
over  the  calendar.  This  may  complicate  the  introduction  of  a 
mass  immunisation  scheme  in  the  summer  of  1968  using  a 
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live  vaccine  for  the  reason  that  small  epidemics  may  already 
have  got  under  way  in  some  of  the  localities  where  vaccination 
will  be  offered  to  the  general  public.  Both  clinic  and  family 
doctors  will  participate  equally  in  this  new  venture  as  indeed 
they  already  do  in  the  other  immunisation  schemes  of  the 
local  health  authority.

that  tuberculosis  now  exists  at 

a  low 

annual  level  and  this  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  when  com¬ 
parisons  are  made  with  the  high  rates  prevalent  in  the  Borough 
only  one  or  two  decades  since.  In  view  of  the  declining 
yield  of  disease  per  thousand  X-rayed,  there  has  been  a 
change  of  policy  as  regards  the  mobile  mass  X-Ray  Units. 
At  the  end  of  1967  the  Coventry  Unit  disbanded  and  is  to 
be  run  from  the  centre  in  Birmingham.  It  is  therefore  not  to 
be  expected  that  there  will  be  held  in  future  tours  for  public 
surveys  such  as  have  taken  place  since  the  last  war.  This 
will  therefore  be  a  fitting  point  at  which  to  register  thanks 
to  the  director  and  staff  of  the  disbanded  Coventry  Unit 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  surveys  held  in  the  borough 
and  to  express  the  hope  that  relations  with  the  new  adminis¬ 
tration  will  be  as  happy. 

Only  three  new  notifications  were  received,  all  being 
adults.  Two  deaths  occurred  due  to  Tuberculosis  after  two 
clear  years  running. 

1  patient  was  admitted  to  Sanatorium  and  1  patient  was 
discharged  during  the  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  for  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  to  make  official  representations  to  their  Councils 
with  a  view  to  application  being  made  to  the  local  magis¬ 
trates’  court  for  an  order  authorizing  the  compulsory  re¬ 
moval  to,  and  detention  in,  an  institution  of  persons  who 
are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease.  The  like  action 
may  also  be  taken  in  regard  to  persons  who  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  (being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  in¬ 
capacitated)  and  not  having  proper  care  and  attention. 

One  woman  was  reported  during  the  year  as  not  in  receipt 
of  care  and  attention. 
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Case  1.  Mrs.  M.  W — .(65).  This  widow  lived  alone  in  a  modern 

council  flat.  During  1967  the  housing  officer  began  to  receive 
complaints  of  strange  conduct  from  neighbours.  This  cul¬ 
minated  in  a  mental  illness  which  required  her  removal  to  a 
mental  hospital  in  accordance  with  Section  25  of  the  Mental 
Health  Act.  She  later  discharged  herself  from  hospital 
before  she  was  recovered.  Rent  arrears  had  accumulated 
and  could  not  be  cleared  by  the  Social  Security  office  owing 
to  her  failure  to  apply  in  time.  A  formal  notice  to  quit  was 
served  by  the  Council  and  she  vacated  her  flat  voluntarily 
going  into  service  accommodation  elsewhere.

Statutory  Action  under  the  Housing  Act  during 
the  Year. 

Two  houses  were  represented  for  action  under  the  demoli¬ 
tion  order  provisions  for  individual  houses  and  demolition 
orders  were  made  in  respect  of  both;  the  making  of  four 
demolition  orders — houses  represented  in  1966 — was  again 
deferred  in  view  of  redevelopment  proposals.  Sixty- two 
houses,  most  of  which  were  subject  to  demolition  or  clearance 
orders,  were  acquired  for  demolition. 

All  occupiers  of  the  33  unfit  houses  in  the  Lakin  Road / 
Paradise  Street/Vine  Lane  Clearance  Area  were  rehoused  and 
arrangements  made  for  early  demolition. 
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The  Scheme  for  the  redevelopment  of  Parkes  Street  for 
residential  purposes,  authorised  in  principle  by  the  Council 
in  1966,  had  not  advanced  at  the  end  of  1967.  This  was  due 
to  the  undecided  position  of  the  proposed  inner  relief  road. 
Unfortunately  this  has  left  an  unsightly  area  of  cleared  land. 

Progress  under  the  1955  Slum  Clearance 

Programme. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  houses  demolished 
(849)  exceeds  the  total  originally  in  the  slum  clearance  pro¬ 
gramme  (820).  Additions  had,  of  course,  to  be  made  in  the 
intervening  years  bringing  the  total  represented  for  demolition 
to  approximately  900.  This  meant  that  70  unfit  houses  were 
still  standing  at  the  end  of  1967,  of  which  31  remain  occupied. 
Those  still  living  in  these  condemned  dwellings  were  chiefly 
old  age  pensioners  and  persons  living  alone  waiting  for  bunga¬ 
lows  or  ground  floor  flats.  With  the  promise  of  a  substantial 
number  of  new  dwellings  for  these  people  in  1968,  it  should  be 
possible  to  clear  most  of  the  remaining  unfit  houses.  Re¬ 
development  in  Pickard  Street,  Avon  Street  and  Hill  Street 
assisted  considerably  in  reducing  this  problem  in  1967  and  it 
was  possible  to  remove  some  old  eyesores,  expecially  in  Avon 
Street. 

I  have  previously  reported  on  the  40  dwellings  acquired 
in  the  slum  clearance  programme  for  temporary  occupation 
after  patching  and  limited  improvements  and  the  need  to 
discontinue  their  use  as  soon  as  posssible.  They  are  chiefly 
in  Friars  Street  and  Stand  Street.  The  Housing  Committee 
have  now  decided  to  phase  out  these  sub-standard  dwellings 
beginning  with  Stand  Street  and  a  start  with  the  rehousing 
had  taken  place  at  the  end  of  1967. 

Attention  was  again  given  to  the  removal  of  unfit  houses 
in  the  town  centre  which  is  the  subject  of  limited  redevelop¬ 
ment. 

Sixteen  houses  in  Joyce  Pool  and  West  Rock  area  were 
demolished  for  Central  Area  Redevelopment  purposes.  Only 
four  unfit  properties  at  West  Rock  awaited  demolition.  Two 
of  these  were  still  occupied. 

On  a  population  basis,  the  total  number  of  houses 
demolished  in  the  course  of  the  programme  is  still  among  the 
highest  in  the  country,  especially  for  small  towns. 

To  bring  about  further  improvements  from  an  environ¬ 
mental  point  of  view,  in  the  next  few  years  the  emphasis 
will  have  to  be  shifted  from  demolition  of  unfit  property  to 
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repair,  improvement  and  modernisation  of  property  worthy 
of  this  treatment. 

Improvement  Grants  and  Loans. 

Improvement  grants  to  assist  in  the  provision  of  modern 
amenities  and  the  cure  of  dampness  were  still  a  feature  of  the 
Council’s  housing  policy.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  number 
of  privately  owned  dwellings  modernised  with  the  aid  of 
grants  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1950  had  risen  to 
680.  In  addition  work  was  in  progress  at  26  private  houses. 

During  1947,  45  properties  were  considered  for  improve¬ 
ment  or  conversion  and  of  these  43  were  formally  approved 
for  grants — 12  tenanted  and  31  owner-occupied.  In  two 
instances  approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  grants  in  excess  of  the  normal  maximum 
of  £400.  Approximately  £9,600  was  paid  as  improvement 
grants  during  the  year.  The  work  of  modernising  sub-standard 
municipal  accommodation  continued  although  it  was  only 
possible  to  proceed  with  three  houses  during  1967.  The  total 
number  of  municipal  houses  modernised  was  291  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

The  Council  have  assisted  by  way  of  loans,  both  to  cover 
the  cost  of  purchase  and  alterations,  in  the  provision  of 
accommodation  for  elderly  persons.  This  scheme  was  sponsored 
by  the  local  branch  of  the  Abbeyfields  Society. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  again  given  to  ap¬ 
plications  for  grants  and/or  loans  for  buildings  of  architectural 
interest.  In  one  instance  an  additional  loan  was  given  at  a 
reduced  rate  of  interest.  At  another  the  work  was  completed  and 
and  the  final  instalment  of  a  loan  previously  approved  was  paid. 

It  has  been  noticed  during  the  past  year  that  more 
applications  are  now  being  received  for  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  than  for  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants.  This 
arises  from  the  fact  that  many  of  the  older  properties  which 
require  work  in  addition  to  that  of  numerous  amenities  have 
now  been  improved  and  it  appears  that  there  is  now  more 
interest  being  shown  by  owner-occupiers  in  improving 
their  houses  by  the  provision  of  a  single  amenity  which  pre¬ 
viously  had  not  existed  at  the  property.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  this  has  been  the  provision  of  an  internal  water 
closet  at  houses  where,  although  a  bathroom  was  provided, 
the  water  closet  was  still  external.  The  emphasis  on  standard 
grants  would  appear  to  indicate  that  although,  people  are 
still  anxious  to  improve  their  houses,  there  is  a  reluctance  to 
incur  a  greater  cost  than  has  been  evident  in  past  years.

Included  in  the  above  are  47  cases  where  the  occupiers 
were  old  age  pensioners,  either  as  couples  or  living  alone. 

To  promote  the  fullest  use  of  municipal  accommodation 
78  transfers  and  exchanges  were  arranged. 

In  the  22  years  since  the  end  of  1945,  2,147  families 
comprising  7,215  persons  have  been  rehoused,  but  during 
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the  same  period  there  have  been  2,910  application,  98  of  these 
being  registered  in  1967. 

Routine  house-to-house  inspections  of  municipal  houses 
were  re-commenced  by  the  Assistant  Housing  Officer,  follow¬ 
ing  increase  in  office  staff.  These  inspections  are  to  ensure 
that  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
are  being  observed,  to  ascertain  overcrowding,  and  to  ensure 
that  conditions  of  tenancy  are  being  complied  with.  At  the 
same  time  defects  involving  major  repairs  are  noted.  The 
total  number  of  houses  inspected  for  these  purposes  was  329. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTIONS 

Inspections  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
totalled  892.  The  number  of  notices  served  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  provisions  was  115  some  of  which  related  to 
dwelling  house  defects  of  a  general  nature. 

Drainage,  Sanitary  Accommodation,  Washing 

Facilities  and  Refuse  Receptacles. 

During  the  period  22  notices  requiring  obstructed  drains 
to  be  cleared  and  defective  drains  to  be  repaired  were  compiled 
with,  85  obstructed  drains  were  dealt  with  by  the  department ; 
2  notices  requiring  repairs  to  water  closets  received  attention 
and  2  accumulations  of  refuse  were  removed. 

Vermin  Infestation 

Rats  and  Mice. — Systematic  investigations  to  ascertain 
infestations  were  continued  during  the  year.  The  department 
dealt  with  infestations,  principally  of  a  minor  character,  as

Hospitals,  sewage  disposal  works  and  the  refuse  tip 
received  their  usual  regular  visits  and  consequent  rat  infesta¬ 
tion  treatment  where  required.  Land  disturbed  in  the  course 
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of  constructing  the  by-pass  was  given  considerable  attention. 
Twenty-five  block  treatments  of  properties  and  10  of  large 
areas  of  land  were  undertaken. 

Sewer  manholes  were  inspected  once  during  the  year  and 
treatments  were  undertaken  where  rat  infestations  were  found. 
The  infestations,  however,  were  very  small. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Routine  inspections  and  observations  of  factory  chim¬ 
neys  for  the  purposes  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  were  continued. 
The  number  of  visits  and  observations  amounted  to  138. 

Smoke  and  grit  emissions  from  the  hot  blast  cupola  at 
the  Emscote  Foundry,  in  past  years  a  source  of  serious 
atmospheric  pollution,  remained  at  a  satisfactory  low  level; 
one  complaint  was  received  regarding  grit  emitted  from  the 
cold  blast  cupola  at  a  smaller  foundry  where  it  was  found  that 
the  grit  arrester  had  not  been  refitted  after  the  cupola  had 
been  replaced.  This  was  remedied. 

A  complaint  of  nuisance  from  the  incinerator  at  Warwick 
Hospital  was  also  investigated. 

Prior  approval  to  new  plants  satisfying  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  given  in  six  cases — viz.  two  for  a 
foundry  (burning  coke) ;  two  for  a  pie  factory  and  one  for  a 
garage  (burning  oil) ;  one  for  a  school  (burning  gas) . 

Daily  volumetric  sampling  of  the  air  at  the  front  and  rear 
of  premises  in  Jury  Street  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
year  and  comparisons  made  between  the  traffic  polluted 
atmosphere  at  the  front  and  the  comparatively  pure  air  at 
the  rear. 

Deposits  of  solid  particles  in  the  air  were  measured  and 
the  degree  of  sulphur  pollution  ascertained.  These  tests  are 
made  by  our  own  staff,  but,  in  addition  Mr.  W.  M.  Lewis, 
City  Analyst  of  Coventry,  during  last  year  made  a  most 
detailed  study  of  the  daily  deposits  and  the  nature  of  the 
pollution.  His  findings  were  incorporated  in  a  paper  sub¬ 
mitted  first  to  your  Public  Health  Committee  and  later  to  the 
National  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  atmospheric  pollution. 

Noise  Abatement 

Complaints  regarding  noise  arising  from  factories  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with.  Viz. 

At —  A  factory  in  Vine  Lane,  a  factory  at  the  Cape 
and  garages  rear  of  Emscote  Road. 
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A  Ministry  Circular  received  during  the  year  directed 
that  local  authorities  first  contact  the  Factory  Inspector 
before  investigating  complaints  from  noise  in  factories  and 
this  course  was  taken  in  one  case. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  at  Public  Houses  and 

Places  of  Public  Entertainment 

The  sanitary  accommodation  at  licensed  premises 
generally  continued  to  be  of  good  standard  and  well  main¬ 
tained.  Attention  was  drawn  to  defects  at  16  premises  and  at 
25  licensed  premises  the  accommodation  was  improved. 

Caravans  and  Movable  Dwellings 

Thirty  six  inspections  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  7  licenses  permitting  the  stationing  of  caravans 
were  in  operation.  During  the  year  the  licenses  granted  on 
the  main  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  Borough  expired  and 
had  not  been  renewed  as  planning  permission  had  also  expired 
and  no  decision  had  been  reached  about  a  further  planning 
consent. 

Factories  Act,  1961 

During  the  year  covered  by  this  report  the  existing 
sanitary  accommodation  was  improved  at  one  factory.  At 
the  end  of  1967  the  register  included  103  factories,  88  having 
mechanical  power  and  15  without  mechanical  power. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Materials  Act,  1951 

Only  one  business  is  registered.  During  1957  this  Com¬ 
pany  occupied  temporary  premises  in  Parkes  Street,  but  new 
premises  built  at  Wedgnock  Lane  were  nearly  ready  for  oc¬ 
cupation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1950,  and  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 

Premises  Act,  1963 

Duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  still  received 
concentrated  attention  during  the  year.  As  far  as  was  known, 
all  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies  had  been  registered.  As 
will  be  seen  from  the  prescribed  table,  275  premises  are 
registered  and  of  these  34  were  registered  during  the  year 
under  review.  Two  hundred  and  thirty  seven  general  in¬ 
spections  were  made  of  registered  premises.  The  number  of 
visits  of  all  kinds  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act  totalled  505. 
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One  accident  was  notified  during  the  year;  this  was  not 
fatal. 

Particulars  in  the  prescribed  form  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Labour  as  required  by  Section  60  of  the  Act.

The  Fire  Authority  was  advised  of  any  premises  where 
fire  fighting  facilities  were  obviously  lacking  or  where  there 
were  obvious  fire  risks. 

The  table  above  includes  premises  where  the  work  re¬ 
quired  was  mainly  of  a  minor  character,  in  some  cases  more 
major  work  was  required.  In  14  cases  extra  sanitary  ac¬ 
commodation,  or  considerably  improved  accommodation, 
was  required,  and  in  19  cases  works  to  improve  considerably 
the  standard  of  lighting,  heating  and  washing  facilities  were 
required.  In  all  cases  notices  were  served  and,  due  to  ready 
co-operation  of  owners  and  occupiers,  much  of  the  work  was 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  As  reported  last  year  a  part- 
time  Inspector  was  engaged  to  undertake  certain  duties 
under  this  Act. 

The  Bagwash  Laundry  moved  to  new  premises  in  another 
Borough. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Twenty-one  investigations  were  carried  out  following 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

Milk  retailing  in  the  town  is  still  principally  by  large 
retailers  not  having  premises  in  Warwick.  The  number  of 
Milk  Distributors  increased  during  1967  and  at  the  end  of  the 


year  the  register  was  made  up  as  follows : —

One  milk  vending  machine  was  removed  after  repeated 
complaints  of  misuse  and  repeated  warnings  to  the  Company 
concerned. 

Inspection  of  Food  at  Retailers’  Shops 

Visits  made  to  shops  during  the  period  under  review  were : 
225  to  food  shops;  52  to  premises  used  for  food  preparations; 
8  to  ice-cream  premises  and  vehicles;  14  to  bakehouses; 
22  to  hotels  and  cafes;  6  in  repect  of  milk  and  dairies;  18  to 
market  stalls. 

Visits  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
1960,  numbered  51  and  visits  in  respect  of  control  and  quality 
of  food  were  34. 

Premises  concerned  with  the  manufacture  and  preparation 
of  food  for  sale  were  regularly  visited,  including  ice-cream  vans, 
market  stalls,  the  Mop  and  the  Racecourse. 

One  bakehouse  was  re-opened  and  other  premises  were 
converted  into  food  preparation  premises  for  the  manufacture 
of  flour  confectionary,  etc. 

Old  and  unsatisfactory  premises  used  for  bottling  stout 
and  the  subject  of  a  great  deal  of  attention  from  the  depart¬ 
ment  over  many  years  were  at  last  closed  and  the  business 
transferred  to  another  town. 

Two  hotels  in  the  town  received  considerable  improve¬ 
ments  as  did  one  prominent  public  house.  Another  hotel 
has  improvements  in  hand. 

Woolworths  store  (the  old  Corn  Exchange)  was  demol¬ 
ished  and  the  building  of  a  completely  new  store  commenced. 
Part  of  this  new  building  was  occupied  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Five  inspections  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act. 
The  majority  of  the  Certificates  of  Disrepair  granted  to  tenants 
of  properties  in  the  Borough  have  now  been  cancelled. 

WATER  SAMPLING 

Nineteen  samples  of  water  from  dwellinghouses  served 
by  the  public  water  supply  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination. 
In  two  instances  where  samples  were  shown  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory,  water  was  resampled  and  re-examination  proved 
them  to  be  satisfactory.  Water  in  the  town  was  found  to  be 
safe  and  of  good  quality. 

Three  samples  of  the  swimming  bath  water  from  the 
public  bath  in  St.  Nicholas  Park  and  four  samples  from  the 
children's  paddling  pool  were  submitted  for  examination. 
Two  samples  from  the  paddling  pool  and  one  from  the  public 
bath  were  unsatisfactory,  but  further  samples  proved  satis¬ 
factory. 

One  sample  from  a  house  which  was  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  complaint  of  smell  from  water  when  taps  were  turned 
on  was  passed  to  the  South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  for 
their  attention. 


LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

No  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year,  but 
warning  letters  were  sent  following  contraventions  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  arising  from  the 
sale  of  food  in  respect  of  which  complaints  were  received. 
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There  were  only  three  such  complaints  and  they  referred  to 
chocolates  in  respect  of  which  a  warning  letter  was  sent  to 
the  retailer  and  a  letter  to  the  manufacturer  concerned;  a 
chocolate  covered  sponge — a  warning  letter  was  sent;  in  a 
case  of  chocolate  biscuits  no  action  could  be  taken. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their 
ready  co-operation  in  seeking  to  raise  the  standard  of  environ¬ 
mental  health  in  the  town. 

This  is  my  twenty-sixth  annual  report  and  a  steady 
improvement  noted  year  by  year  in  conditions  and  matters 
with  which  these  reports  have  been  concerned  lead  me  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  standard  of  environmental  health  in  the 
town  is  very  much  higher  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago, 
notably  so  in  the  sphere  of  housing,  schools,  food  hygiene, 
offices,  shops  and  factories,  and  in  atmospheric  pollution.  In 
this  period  there  has  been  a  gradual,  but  annually  almost 
unremarked  in  some  vital  matters,  increase  in  the  public’s 
awareness  of  the  environmental  health  factors  which  make 
up  a  better  climate  for  living.  In  this  the  use  of  modern 
appliances  and  the  adoption  of  scientific  approaches  and 
approved  standards,  have  played  a  major  part. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  chief  officers  of  other  departments 
for  most  helpful  co-operation,  and  members  of  my  staff  for 
excellent  service  generally  and  for  particularly  effective  team 
work  in  administering  new  duties.  The  smooth  maintenance 
of  the  department’s  duties  during  my  illness  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  was  greatly  appreciated.
